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Weymouth set to welcome 
back Condor ferries in July 


TALKS are being held to 
set up a contract with Con¬ 
dor Ferries to operate from 
Weymouth for the next 
three to five years. 

Condor was forced to 
leave Weymouth in Febru¬ 
ary 2012 after serious 
structural problems with its 
berth. 

Repair work has been 
going on to restore the 
berth to full working ca¬ 
pacity. However members 
of the Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Harbour Management 
Board were concerned to 
make sure that contingency 
plans should be made im¬ 
mediately to cope with any 
future threats to the 
timetable for Condor’s 


planned return to service 
on Julyl7th. 

Acting Board chairman 
Councillor Dominic Lons¬ 
dale told the View: “Every¬ 
thing is on schedule but 
timings are tight and we 
just have to keep our fin¬ 
gers crossed and plan 
ahead now to give us a bit 
more slack in the 
timetable.” 

A meeting of the Board 
was told that sheet and tu¬ 
bular piling work was 
going well and operations 
were on time and on 
budget for July 17th. 

Members agreed that it 
was possible to look at in¬ 
stigating later working 
hours if problems to the

shedule emerged and it 
would be necessary to 
apply to the council for 
such an extension because 
of potential noise problems 
for local residents. 

Councillor Kate Wheller 
said that it was better to 
consider such contingency 
action now, perhaps look¬ 
ing at longer working 
hours during quieter work¬ 
ing periods to build up a 
safety net of time for the 
future. 

She added that the risk of 
adding to council costs to 


avoid missing the Condor 
deadline was “a risk worth 
taking”. 

The meeting also heard 
that £172,000 estimated 
costs for repairing the Link 
span was not only on 
schedule for being com¬ 


pleted in time to allow test¬ 
ing before it was brought 
back into service in July, 
but there were hopes the 
work could come in under 
budget. 

The building previously 
used by Condor has been 
partially demolished be¬ 
cause of the failure of and 
later repair work to number 
three berth: the Board 
being told it was “no longer 


fit for purpose” so the cur¬ 
rent brick ferry terminal 
building, which is in good 
condition, will be used as 
the new departures area. 

The contract being dis¬ 
cussed with Condor will 
see future payments linked 
to the level of investment 
each party is making, a 
meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland Harbour Manage¬ 
ment Board was told.

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JANE Fisher was born and raised in Wiltshire, but 
spent most weekends in Dorset visiting relatives. 
Married for 20 years and with two daughters, she 
moved with her family to Holnest near Yetminster 
in 2006. With a career in optics spanning 22 years, 
Mrs Fisher set up "The Eye Bus"- mobile optician 
service covering much of West Dorset - in 2010. 


■ WHAT gave you the idea of starting a mobile op¬ 
tical practice? 

I had thought about opening a traditional practice but 
this felt too daunting. I worked in Dorchester for four 
years and realised some patients had to travel long dis¬ 
tances and many had to rely on lifts to visit the optician. 
A friend jokingly suggested a mobile practice and this 
got my brain working how I could take the practice to 
areas nearer the patients. 

■ WHAT are the advantages of being mobile? 

I have had a really positive response from patients. They 
can have the full service of the high street in their vil¬ 
lage, rather than having to travel up to 15 miles when 
all you need is a 10 second adjustment when you have 
sat on your glasses. I can spend more time with each 
patient as I have lower overheads and I can find out 
what they need and offer a much more personalised 
service. It's not a service you need daily so being at each 
location once a week works well. 

■ WHAT are the disadvantages? 

Because the bus is only 7m long by 2m wide we have 
to be very tidy! On the bus, there is a place for every¬ 
thing. We also run an appointment system so we can 
try and spread out the patients as there is limited seat¬ 
ing capacity. 

■ WHAT do people say about the service? 

We have been very well supported. Word of mouth has 
been our best advert and, after almost three years, peo¬ 
ple are coming back for their recall, which I take as a 
very positive sign. Each community we visit has really 
got behind us and frequently tell us what an asset it is 
to the village. 

■ DO people in general look after their eyes? 

I think people who wear glasses do have their eyes 
checked frequently, every two years is the recom¬ 
mended frequency, but people who don't have any 
concerns often don't have regular checks.The eyes can 
tell a lot about your general health and can show up 
signs of high blood pressure, Cholesterol, Diabetes, MS 
and many other conditions, even some tumours, often 
with no symptoms to the patient. 

Also, if there is one test I would get every patient over 



60 to do, it would be to check for early signs of Macular 
degeneration. It is the leading cause of blindness in this 
country and can sometimes be helped if caught early 
enough. Check straight lines (door frames, Tiles) one 
eye at a time. If there is a kink/wave in the line or a gap 
report this to either an optician, GP or your local eye de¬ 
partment. Diet can help, and so can giving up smoking. 
■ YOU initially wanted to study psychology at uni¬ 
versity - does this help you in your work?

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I think having an interest in Psychology and people as 
a whole has been very useful. Everyone is different, so I 
would like to think that I approach everyone as an in¬ 
dividual and tailor the test accordingly. 

■ WHEN did you start wearing glasses? How did 
you feel about it? 

I was under the hospital for my eyes from the age of 
three. I hated wearing glasses and have memories of 
the horrible Blue, Pink and clear National Health glasses 
I got to choose from. I remember at 11 I got my first pri¬ 
vate frames they were Jade green and I thought they 
were wonderful! 

■ THERE used to be some playground teasing of 
children who wore glasses - have attitudes 
changed? 

My eldest daughter needed glasses at six. She was the 
first one in her class to get them, so I was a little appre¬ 
hensive as how it would be received. However, most of 
her friends went home saying they wanted glasses like 
Megan, so I needn't of worried. They are so fashionable 
these days I think any stigma is long gone. I often have 
children in tears because they DON'T need glasses. 

■ HOW did you get involved with children's drama? 
In my spare time I help with the Junior Wriggle Valley 
players, based in Yetminster. I've always liked the the¬ 
atre particularly musicals, but perfectly happy being 
backstage. My daughters joined the group. Members 
are all aged between 5 and 12.1 help on a weekly basis. 
We are currently working on Alice in Wonderland and 
I've been busy making a giant papier-mache teapot for 
the Dormouse. It is a great escape and I really enjoy the 
excitement of the live performances. 

■ WHO in the public eye would benefit from a new 
pair of glasses? 

While watching X Factor last season I must say I was not 
a fan of James Arthur's glasses. Luckily his singing made 
up for them. 

■ WHAT is your favourite view? 

I think we are very spoilt for views in this county. I will 
be cheeky and say I have two. The view from the top of 
Batcombe, which I'm lucky enough to see most days 
and I also love the view as you begin the descent to 
Ringstead Bay. 

■ WHAT is the last book you read? 

Miranda Hart - Is it just me?

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A BUSINESS plan has been officially 
launched for a proposed Weymouth Bid 
Improvement District. 

Potential levy payers have been work¬ 
ing on the plan with the Weymouth BID 
steering group during a ten-month con¬ 
sultation period. 

The plan details projects which aim to 
encourage increased footfall, visitor 
spending and repeat visits to the area. 
This will be achieved using the £300,000 
the BID will raise annually through the 


levy payers over the five years of the 
plan. 

BIDs were regulated by Government 
in 2004 and over 140 BID schemes are 
now operational throughout the UK. 
They aim, to improve the trading envi¬ 
ronment for a defined area over a five- 
year period. 

Businesses vote to pay a levy to help 
achieve this. If the vote is “yes” all levy 
payers within the area pay an annual 
statutory contribution and have the 


chance to re-ballot after five years. 

Weymouth BID Ltd was formed in Oc¬ 
tober 2011 and a steering group of local 
businesses, supported by Weymouth and 
Portland council, have managed the 
process and helped create the Business 
Plan that levy payers will vote on in May 
2013. 

Steering group chairman and BID co¬ 
ordinator Nigel Reed said: “This plan 
shows what the BID will deliver; it in¬ 
cludes a list of projects and aims but is 


flexible enough to deal with the contin¬ 
uing changes to town centres and the 
seasonality of our economy. 

“If the BID achieves a “yes” vote then 
local traders will see something new - a 
funds raised locally but, more impor¬ 
tantly, spent locally and run by the BID 
area businesses. We have, and continue 
to receive, confirmation of “yes” votes 
by businesses within the BID area, in¬ 
cluding the local council which is a 
major contributor.” 


Pavilion could reopen late June 
as council cuts handover time 


A NEW tenant could be running Weymouth Pavilion in 
barely two months time after councillors dramatically cut 
their handover schedule. 

Furious community groups felt the council was drag¬ 
ging its heels by suggesting a schedule which could have 
prevented them taking over until as late as October. But 
a council management committee meeting held specially 
in Weymouth Guildhall voted to 

• Start advertising the tender process by April 15th in¬ 
stead of May 1st 

• Start evaluating tenders by June 1st instead of July 
1st 

• Allow the approved tenderer to perhaps start Pavilion 
operations by June 21st ahead of finalising a lease instead 
of having to wait as late as October until the lease is com¬ 
pleted. 

The new schedule potentially slashes more than four 
months off the handover process, to the delight of Phil 
Say whose Save the Pavilion group is a frontrunner to 
take over the complex. 

He told the View after the meeting: “Fantastic progress 
has been made. 

“This faster process gives us a fighting chance of stag¬ 
ing the veterans’ festival from June 22nd by ensuring that 
toilets will be open and other facilities available for danc¬ 
ing and receptions. 

“Without this schedule change then 35,000 veterans 
would have taken news of a boarded up Pavilion with 
them when they went home.” 

Julie Storey of Let’s Dance was also delighted and said 
the decisions might enable her to hold her big July 13 th 
event at the Pavilion. 

She added: “Without this chance I would have had to 
hire and convert a large alternative venue at great ex¬ 
pense.” 

Councillors earlier heard fierce public comment about 
the need to speed things up. Deputy Mayor and Pavilion 
Steering Group chairman Councillor Ray Banham urged 


the committee to give the community a chance because 
a theatre brings “laughter and happiness to people’s 
lives”. 

Alderman Peter Rendall said a prolonged handover 
would “well and truly strangle” the chances of any com¬ 
munity group trying to take the Pavilion over, hitting 
their ability to attract grants. 

He claimed delays hid an agenda to demolish the Pavil¬ 
ion and the schedule stank of hypocrisy “because its sole 
aim is to close the complex”. 

Friends of the Pavilion chairman Cathy Page-Nash 
agreed and said the schedule was designed to put people 
off and the council was being “completely short sighted”. 

Mr Say said closing the Pavilion was in no-one’s inter¬ 
ests and, while he understood there were procedures to 
follow, “there is a bigger picture”. 

Councillor John Birtwistle said he “despaired” when 
he first saw the schedule and he accused the process of 
being manipulated by people who wanted to delay things 
until the Pavilion rotted “beyond use”. 

Tourism spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce suggested a 
temporary licence for the successful tenderer to move 
into the Pavilion ahead of negotiations being completed 
with them for long term occupancy. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck got support for his suggestions 
of earlier advertising for the tender process and an earlier 
end for the tender process by June 1st. 

He claimed the schedule before the committee was “a 
smokescreen for delay” and he proposed allowing the 
successful tenderer to occupy the Pavilion immediately 
they were chosen rather than facing a “ridiculous” po¬ 
tential wait until October. 

Mr Roebuck also successfully proposed removing all 
restrictions to the types of event which the Pavilion could 
hold. 

Councillor Kate Wheller suggested a dedicated mem¬ 
ber of staff could be charged with overseeing the Pavilion 
project and the council should also checking tenderers’

assurances to make sure “we are not talking to someone 
who currently runs a whelk stall”. 

The meeting also approved the council being able to ac¬ 
tivate a lease break clause after three years to vacate the 
Pavilion, but extended the notice period from a year to 
18 months. 

Chairman Councillor Mike Goodman pointed out it was 
needed so the council could accept any offer made to re¬ 
develop the site with a new theatre rather than have to re¬ 
fuse it because a contract with a tenant still had years to 
run.

Waste services to be combined 


WASTE and recycling services in 
West Dorset and Weymouth and 
Portland will be provided by coun¬ 
cils working together as the Dorset 
Waste Partnership (DWP) from 
April. 

The move means that services such 
as collecting rubbish, sweeping the 
streets and keeping the seafront clean 
will be delivered by the partnership 
on West Dorset District Council and 
Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council’s behalf. 

The partnership aims to drive down 
costs by £2m a year, reduce landfill 
and increase Dorset’s recycling rate 
from 50 per cent to 65 per cent by 
2016. 

West Dorset and Weymouth and 
Portland have been members of the 
partnership since it began in 2011 
£ but agreed to transfer their services 
^ after the Olympics and their own 
■ staffing changes. 

From this month, waste and cleans¬ 


ing staff from the two councils will 
become employees of Dorset County 
Council, the partnership’s host au¬ 
thority, with no redundancies being 
made. 

Steve Burdis, Director of the 
Dorset Waste Partnership, said: “I 
am delighted to welcome colleagues 
in West Dorset and Weymouth and 
Portland, who will help us manage 
our waste together and drive down 
costs across the county. 

TRANSITION 

“All partners have worked hard to 
make this a seamless transition. Res¬ 
idents should notice no difference to 
their services from April and we will, 
of course, inform them about any fu¬ 
ture changes well in advance. 

“The partnership represents each 
council equally and local councillors 
from all partners will continue to 
have a say in how services are pro¬ 
vided.” 

The DWP aims to reduce costs and 


boost recycling by introducing the 
‘recycle for Dorset’ collection serv¬ 
ice to replace the previous 12 differ¬ 
ent systems across the county. 
Weymouth and Portland is expected 
to move to ‘recycle for Dorset’ next 
year and West Dorset in 2014/15.

Among early visitors 
was Lauryn Haskins, 13, 
who was a member of a 
youth group consulted 
over what the building 
should be like and how it 
should be run.

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Work to begin at Chapelhay Gardens 


WORK to stabilise the lower part of 
the Chapelhay Gardens slope in 
Weymouth is expected to start next 
Monday (April 15th). 

The slope behind Weymouth and 
Portland council’s North Quay of¬ 
fices is unstable and could cause 
more problems unless repaired. 

Contractors South West Highways 
will be on site for 11 weeks until 
June putting in ground anchors to tie 
the retaining walls behind the prop¬ 
erties in Trinity Road back into more 
stable ground. 

They will also regrade slopes be¬ 
hind the offices to reduce the incline 
and make masonry repairs to some 
existing stone and brick walls. There 
will be some noise and disruption 
during this period. 

The ground anchoring work in¬ 
volves drilling through the retaining 
walls and into solid rock. The noise 
will be similar to drilling from road 
works and is anticipated to take 
about four weeks. 

The borough council has contacted 
property owners, residents and busi¬ 
nesses in Trinity Street who are 


likely to be most affected by the 
works. 

The working hours agreed between 
the borough council and South West 
Highways are Monday to Friday 
8am-6pm. 

The pay and display area in the east 
end of the North Quay car park 
(closest to Town Bridge) will remain 
open while the works are being car¬ 
ried out. 

Some of the designated visitor 
spaces in this area of the car park as 
well as the pick-up/set down spaces 
directly behind the offices will be 
closed off however, in order to make 
space for site offices, storage and 
machinery. 

Visitors to the council officers on 
official business will be able to park 
in the pay and display area using vis¬ 
itor permits from the council’s main 
reception desk. 

The western end of the car park 
closest to ASDA will continue to 
open to the public over weekends 
and after 5pm on week days, but 
drivers are advised to gain access via 
New Road rather than driving behind 


the council offices. 

Weymouth and Portland environ¬ 
ment director David Evans said: 
“The works are necessary to ensure 
the stability of the wall and prevent 
damage to the properties along Trin¬ 
ity Street as well as the North Quay 
site. 

“It will be noisy while the ground 
anchoring takes place but we expect 
this to be limited to a four week pe¬ 
riod and the contractors should not 
need to work during evenings or 
weekends. 

“We are working hard to keep the 
people most affected by the works in 
the loop and will try to accommodate 
their needs as much as possible.” 

The repairs to the lower part of the 
Chapelhay walls are the first of a 
two-phase project. 

Repair works to the upper walls, 
including the reinstatement of the 
ramp and footpath along Chapelhay 
Street, are scheduled to take place 
this autumn.

Death of respected councillor 


RESPECTED Weymouth and Portland councillor 
Peter Farrell has died from cancer at the age of 65. 

He had been ill for some time and news of his 
death was announced by chairman Councillor Mike 
Goodman at the start of a recent management 
committee meeting. 

A minute's silence was held for him and Mr Good¬ 
man said it was "sad news" for all Mr Farrell's col¬ 
leagues. 

Mr Farrell, of Park Street served with distinction as 
chairman of the Harbour Board and regularly spoke 
out against harbour revenue being used for other 
council purposes instead of being set aside for or 
being spent on maintaining harbour walls and 
other facilities. His stand forced changes, particu¬ 
larly after the ferry terminal wall needed repairs. 

He was also a widely appreciated former chairman 
of the council's planning committee who always 
tried to interpret planning law consistently while 
doing what he felt was best for Weymouth and 
Portland. 

He moved across from the Liberal Democrats to 
the Conservatives some years ago and represented 
the ward of Melcombe Regis. 


A YACHT capsized under tow after two people were res¬ 
cued when their craft became stuck on breakwater rocks 
near the southern entrance to Portland Harbour. 

Weymouth’s all weather and inshore lifeboats were 
launched to help the trimaran yacht Star Ship after it lost 
its engines and sent out a Mayday distress call. 

The tug Maiden Castle stood by while the work boat 
Sound Surveyor, which was on passage to the east, got a 
line to the causality and pulled her clear of the breakwa¬ 
ter. 

When the lifeboats arrived on scene they took over the 


rescue from the other two vessels which were then re¬ 
leased to their normal duties. 

The allweather lifeboat put two crew members on to the 
yacht and established a tow. The two people on board as 
well as the lifeboat crew were taken off the yacht by the 
inshore lifeboat and transferred to the allweather lifeboat 
prior to the start of the tow. 

During the tow back to Weymouth in the high easterly 
winds and large swell that was running the yacht began 
to break up and capsized.

Drop in social club 

A NEW Wednesday afternoon social club called 
Loose Ends has started at St Edmunds Church Hall 
off Lanehouse Rocks Road in Weymouth. 

The idea, which is part of the Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Markham and Little Francis, came out of 
a community chat about the need for more events 
in the Lanehouse area. 

Gill Taylor said:"lt is a drop-in for anyone at a loose 
end on a Wednesday afternoon between 2pm-4pm 
who would like a chat and a cup of tea, so come 
along and talk to us. 

"We are running it as a four-week pilot until the 
end of April and we want people to tell us what they 
would like the club to have. 

"If it proves successful then it will become a per¬ 
manent fixture on the calendar." 

Future events include a beetle drive on April 17th 
while the club would like to hear from anyone who 
has suggestions for future events. 
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Planning decions deferred 


PLANNERS agreed to defer a decision on 
a Weymouth development to allow talks 
with council officers about reducing its 
size. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland's 
planning committee generally liked the 
scheme proposed for the site off Abbots- 
bury Road where a former furniture shop 
would be demolished along with other 
buildings before four homes are built in 
their place. 

The bulk of the scheme drew support 
but members were concerned about one 
part of one unit where a bedroom was 
proposed on top of a kitchen. 

The committee felt that it would overly 
dominate a neighbouring home so, to 
avoid outright refusal, they agreed to 
defer the application for their officers to 
talk to the applicants about removing the 
bedroom from the scheme and thereby 


dropping that part from two storeys to 
one. 

Vice-chairman Councillor Kevin Hodder 
said he was worried at the impact the 
kitchen and bedroom block would have, 
suggesting that making the unit slightly 
smaller by removing the bedroom would 
not compromise the scheme as a whole. 

He went along with Councillor Ian Roe¬ 
buck's suggestion to reduce the block 
from two storeys to one with officers in¬ 
structed to hold talks on this with the 
power to refuse the scheme if the appli¬ 
cants would not reduce the block height. 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Margaret Leicester said: "I think it is 
a good scheme and will improve the 
street scene and the whole area." 

Councillor Ray Banham said: "It is a 
shame to see such buildings go but, look¬ 
ing at it, it is in a hell of a state." 


Two new homes for TIC services 


TOURIST information services will have a 
new face in Weymouth this summer. 

The current Tourist Information Centre 
will close with Weymouth Pavilion on May 
31st, but councillors have now backed 
setting up two new Tourist Information 
Points at their council offices on North 
Quay and at the Harbour Office on Cus¬ 
tom House Quay. 

There will also be several more points 
set up by arrangement with local busi¬ 
nesses together with potential opportu¬ 
nities to work with the Weymouth 
Business Improvement District if it is ap¬ 
proved. 

A report to a meeting of the council's 
management committee said that several 
businesses were interested in providing 
some form of visitor information service. 

This includes Bluebird Coaches which 


has suggested their Esplanade booking 
office subject to set-up help from the 
council and the Old Town Hall which 
wants to support other means of provid¬ 
ing visitors with information. 

Members were told that officers also 
plan to work with Condor to see if an in¬ 
formation point can be provided within 
one of their buildings. 

Tourism spokesman Councillor Ian 
Bruce said:"We have had a large number 
of offers to run a TIC." 

The borough has told Portland Town 
Council colleagues that it will be closing 
the Portland Bill Visitor Centre in Septem¬ 
ber and is asking them if they wish to take 
over its running. If PTC decide against this 
then Portland Community Partnership 
will be approached. 


Longer hours and a new look 
for Dorchester Road post office 


WEYMOUTH’S Dorchester Road post office 
is being modernised into a new style branch 
with longer opening hours for customers. 

A major transformation is being planned as 
part of Post Office plans to modernise its net¬ 
work. 

A new shop front with automatic door will be 
fitted and a fixed ramp will be installed for bet¬ 
ter wheelchair access. 

Inside the branch is also being modernised 
with a new suspended ceiling with new light¬ 
ing, flooring and decor. 

The branch already has a modern combi till 
at the retail counter to allow people to do then- 
retail and the majority of Post Office transac¬ 
tions at the same counter out of the main Post 
Office hours.

Chancing your arm in the fast lane? 


AN incident between King Street and the 
Swannery Bridge underlined the danger¬ 
ous change in driver habits which has 
happened since Weymouth’s new traffic 
lights were unveiled. 

Approaching the King Street lights from 
the seafront I found myself pulling up be¬ 
hind a giant lorry towing an empty flatbed 
trailer. 

Drivers in more of a hurry than I was ig¬ 
nored the inside lane in favour of the out¬ 
side one in the hope that when the lights 
changed they would be able to dart for¬ 
ward and avoid the slow-moving lorry. 

Well the lights duly changed and I had 
to wait behind the lorry as it ground for¬ 
ward while cars in the outside lane 
showed off their Grand Prix starts and 
shot forward in front of the huge vehicle. 

The first car made it easily and the sec¬ 
ond car just got through ahead but by this 
time the lorry was moving and 40ft of ve¬ 
hicle proved too much of a barrier for the 
third car which then tried to force its way 
between me and the rear of the lorry. 

I held my place and was rewarded by a 
horn blast from the driver who then stuck 
her fingers up in a V-sign to which I re¬ 
sponded in kind. We parted into different 
roads a few yards later, but that wasn’t the 


end of it. 

So many drivers have talked to me 
about “fast getaway” incidents at these 
new junctions where a double lane entry 
is followed by a double lane exit merging 
into a single lane. 

I began to wonder if perhaps I’d done 
something wrong and should have braked 
to allow that third car through even if it 
was trying to make progress at my ex¬ 
pense, so I rang the police. 

A senior officer didn’t just tell me that 
my actions were completely legal and 
wholly appropriate to the situation but he 
added that they, too, were worried at the 
change they had seen in drivers’ behav¬ 
iour. 

He said that drivers in the inside lane 
were entitled to their place and the onus 
of responsibility was with those drivers 
who had chosen the outside lane. They 
should only turn inside when it was safe 
to do so and had no right to a space ahead 
of those vehicles already in the inside 
lane. 

The officer went even further and said 
police were concerned at the way the new 
traffic light system had generated a 
change in driver habits with revving en¬ 
gines, fast starts when lights changed and 


an almost “race” mentality between the 
two lanes of drivers pulling away, all of 
which officers felt was not helping safety. 

So there you have it. Outside lane drivers 
can try their luck at saving a few seconds 
but, if they run out of space, it is their re¬ 
sponsibility to only return to the inside 


NOTHING infuriates a householder 
more than discovering some dog has 
dumped a pile of mess outside their 
front door and its owner has just 
walked off and left it.

The police guideline is very useful, so I 
would suggest that responsible drivers 
show courtesy and do make way for out¬ 
side lane drivers provided they are not just 
trying to force their way in regardless at 
your expense. It is up to you.

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Giant jigsaw is 
halfway there 

MASTER jigsaw maker Dave Evans is halfway 
through his Weymouth attempt to set a new 
world record by making a 40,000-piece puzzle 
by hand. 

His puzzle making is being streamed live all over 
the world and has attracted massive attention 
from America to Hong Kong. 

Her Majesty the Queen will be the centrepiece 
of his enormous jigsaw which is using scenes 
from her Diamond Jubilee year. She has even 
given permission for the finished work to be dis¬ 
played at her Sandringham country residence. 

Dave said: "I hope the entire puzzle will be 
completed in about ten days time." 

He has been making jigsaws for nearly 50 
years and hopes to complete his giant 33-image 
creation around April 21st which will be the 
Queen's 86th birthday. 

His jigsaw marathon, which is being spon¬ 
sored by Axminster Tool Centre and Voltz en¬ 
ergy drinks, meets all criteria for a world record 
attempt and, if he succeeds, Dave is hoping to 
have the new record ratified by Guinness. 

The Queen is very interested in his project and 
is understood to be keen to try and do a copy of 
the puzzle herself, Buckingham Palace having 
contacted Dave to ask if the copy of the jigsaw 
he is doing for her could be supplied without a 
picture guide because Her Majesty likes a chal¬ 
lenge! 

Dave said: "Everything has been locally sup¬ 
plied and I am using 6mm birch plywood which 
is traditionally used for jigsaws because it 
doesn't splinter and it gives a lovely silky finish 
to the pieces.
